The first 
suggestion of such a .ourse came 
from Sir Henry Thornion, president 
of the Canadian National Railways,

ment has accepted his recommenda- 
tion, 

Canada’s two great railroads, the 
Canadian National, owned by the 
nation, and the Canadian Pacific, 
privately-owned, of which Mr. E. W. 
Beatty is president, have experienced 
a gharp reduction in revenie during 
the prevailing depression, The falli:g 
off bas beem met in part by drastic 
economies, but the situation has 
called attention to questions of futuce 
policy on which the Government has 
decided to seek expert advice. 

One of the most important matters 
before the Commiasion !s the sh»t- 
haul competition given the railroads 
by motor trucks and buses which has 
cut seriously into their receipts. It 
wii not be surprising if the Commis- 
sion recommends more rigid regula- 
tion of these services and increased 
license fees. There will be inquiry in- 
to over-lapping services given by the 
railways in various forms, into the 
necessity of otherwise of duplicating 
branch lines, and into the possibili- 
ties of more intimate co-operation | 
and more intensive economy in manv | 
Girections. -

MONTREAL, Caniada.—Among all 
the nations of the world Canada held 
sixth place in export trade last year, 
and in aggregate trade, surpassing 
such countries as the Netherlands, 
Belgium, Italy and Argentina. It is 
too early to count the effect of the 
low commodity prices of 1931, and of 
the world-wide depression, but busi- 
ness leaders are confident the stand- 
ing of Canada will be altered little, # 
any. . 

Every avenue through which the 
Dominion’s export trade may be in- 
creased is being explored by the 
Government and private interests. 
There are distinct signs of improve- 
ment in business with Australia, fol- 
lowing the new trade treaty, and it 
is believed that if a treaty can be 
concluded with South Africa similar 
results may be expected. A scheme 
has been under consideration for a 
fortnightly steamship service between 
Canada and South Africa, but it may 
not come into being unless e prefer- 
ential pact tf signed. 

There are held to be particularly 
bright prospects for Canadian trade 
in Latin America, and it is under- 
stood Canada and Brazil shortly will 
negotiate a treaty. Low grain prices 
have forced greater production of 
dairy and general agricultural pro- 
ducts and exports of butter, eggs 
cheese and cattle have shown 4 mark 
ed advance over last year. In France 
an excellent market is being created 
for Canadian apples and cattle. 

Much interest was aroused by the 
arrival here of the “Canadian Con- 
structor” as a “Goodwill” ship from 
Australia, and when it returned at 
the end of October it carried a cargo 
of representative Canadian products 
The goodwill ship carried im both dir- 
ections a complete line of the goods 
the sale of which js facilitated by the 
provisions of the new trade pact.

All country elevators of the Alberta Wheat Pool are operated 
under public license and as such are in a position to handle any 
grain of any farmer on any basis provided under the Canada Grain 
Act. The Alberta Wheat Pool further emphasizes the fact that its 
elevator system is on a sound basis, hag ample working 
capital, is managed efficiently, and can give unequalled service to the 
grain growers of the entire province. The agents are carefully sel- 
ected and strictly instructed to give fair and equitable treatment, 
including proper weights and grades for their grain, to all customers. 


Alberta Poo) members Should not, in all fairness, seek to plac¢é 
any blame on the Alberta Pool elevator system for the payment 
situation in conmection with the 1929 and 1930 pools. The sales of 
grain and the issuing of payments therefore came under the jurisdic- 


tion of the Central Selling Agency. The Pool elevator system had 
nothing to do with the situation. Responsibility for the administra- 
tion and operation of the Alberta Pool eievators has always rested 
with the provincial organization and on that record the system dec- 
serves consistent support. 

The ' Alberta Pool elevator system has been in operation for 
four years. In that time the giving of good service and equitable 
treatment to patrons at the lowest possible cost has been the main 
purpose kept in mind by the elevator admimistration. At the same 
time, during those four years, the excess earnings of the Alberta 
Poo) system, after allowing for depreciation and payment of six.per 
cent. on the actua) money invested, has provided an average annua_ 
sum of more than $470,000. A portion of these excess earnings has 
been distributed to growers on a patronage basis and a ‘portion re- 
tained by the organization to provide working capital. 

It is desired to again emphasize the importance of. growers 
delivering their grain through Pool eleyators on the basis that the 
Poo? is endeavoring to operate these facilities without discrimination 
between customers and with thé Mefinite policy of extending™ fair 
treatment to all persons usimg such facilities, and under this policy 
your patronage is essential to the continuéd operation of these co- 
operative elevator facilities under producer control.
